1{t. Who They were whom our Saviour in- 
tended: to Repreſent. to them, under the 
Name, and Character, of. Falſe Prophets? 

2dly. What thoſe Fruits are, by which He 
dire&ted them to diſcoyer, and to ayoid 
Them. 

xt. As for the former of theſe, The Per- 
fns whom our Saviour here defign'd to. Re- 
preſent to his Diſciples, under the Name, 
and Character of Falſe Prophets; They. may be 
reduced to theſe two kinds : Either, 1/, Such as 
ſhou'd pretend to ſer up themſclves.as Men com- 
miſſicned by God, in an Extraordinary-Manner to 

Reveal hi. Will co Mankind, tho* indeed They 

were. never Seat by Him : Or, 2dly, Such as

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ſhould pretend only to teach, and expound the 
Common DoArine of Chrift; but yet under the 
colour of that, ſhould deliver their own Imagi- 
nations; and ſo Preach Themſelves, and not the : cu. iv ;.

Of the Former of theſe, Our Saviour ſpake to 
his Diſciples Mart. xxiv. 11, 24. When He told 
Them, That Falfe Chrifts, and Falſe-Prophets 
ſhould ariſe, and ſhould deceive many: And there- Mokziii 22, 
fore warn'd Them not to be Deluded by them. 
Of the latter kind are all Thoſe who in the 
ſeveral Ages of the Church, haye Preached in 
the Name, and pretended to deliver only that 
Pure Doctrine of Chriſt, which was deliver'd by 
Him to his Apoſtles; and by them Communi- 
cated to the Church ; but yet have mingled 
their Own Errours together with it: And by 
means thereof have brought in Damnable Here- 
fies 2 Pet. 11.1. Scandalous to Chriſtianity, and 
dangerous to the Souls of all Thoſe who have 48. xx. : 
unhappily ſuffer'd Themſelves to be nuf-Ied by 3%... . 
Them. ® 3 
Now that Thoſe of this -latter kind, no leſs 
than- thoſe of the foregoing, arc truly compre- 
hended under the Name, and Character, of 
Falſe- Prophets, the language of the New Teſtament:

The truth 1s, cho” the former of theſe Sighi- 
ficanons of the Word Prophet, was the more 
Common -undet the 014 Teftument ; when ſuch 
kind of Perfons were wont to be frequently ſent 
by God to Mankind; yet this latter ſeems to be 
the more proper, and ſtanding import - of it, 
under the New. And the additional CharaRer 
which is here Given to thofe of whom our Sa- 
viour ſpake, chat they ſhould come in Sheeps- 
{Cloathing, that is to ſay, under the Habit, and 
Appearance of Diſciples; in the Natne of Chriſt, 
and as Paſtors of -his Flock ; plainly ſhews that 
They were not to be the Publiſhers of any new 
Doctrine; but to pretend, at leaſt, to Teach

more need to Beware , I mcan, The Ordinary Prea- = 
chers of the Goſpel, And concerning whom it 

1s without Controverſy our Duty, and ſhould 

be our Care too, to take heed that We do not 

fuffer our ſelves to be mif-led by Them : Whilſt 
inſtead of delivering to Us the pure Doctrine of 
Chrift, they teach only their own Inventions ; 

artd, by fo doing, both corrupe our Faith, and 
(without Gods Infinite metcy,) Expoſe Us to E- 
verlaſting Ruine and Deſtruction. 

Ard this may ſuffice to ſhew, who the Falfe- 
Prophets are, of whom our Lord in the Text, 
Requires us to Beware. Ler us conſider, 

2dly. By what Marks we may Diſcover, and 
fo be enabled to Avoid them. 

Now -the Rule laid down by our Saviour in 
order hereunto, and again Repeated by him, 
zer. 20.15 this ; Je ſhall know them by their Fruits. 

And thoſe may be of two kinds: Either, 1ſt. 
The Dofrine which they Preach, and would Im- 
poſe on thoſe to whom they deliver it, for the

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True Doctrine of Chriſt ; Whether with Re- 
ſpect to Faith, or Manners; to what we are to 
Believe, or what we are to Do, in obedience to 
his Goſpel. Or, 2dly, By their Fruits, we 
may Underſtand, the Eficacy of their Dofrine 
on the Minds, and Conſciences, of thoſe who 
are Guided by Them; and the natural Ten- 
dency which it has, either to promote that 
Picty which our Saviour came into the World 
ro teach; or to lead men into any Wickedneſs 
contrary thercunto. 

Theſe are the Fruits by which we may judge 
what the Prophet 1s who comes to us; Whether He 
be indeed a 7rue-Propher, and as ſuch to be received 
by us; Or whether He be only a Woolf in Sheeps- 
cloathing, and of whom we are therefore to Be- 
ware. And from all which we may now hy 
down theſe Three Rules, as containing the ſumm 
of our Saviour's Advice to Us, with relation 
ro this Matter. 

Firſt: That whoſoever, in Matters of Faith, 
ſhall Preach any Doctrine contrary to, or other- 
wiſe different from, that Doctrine which was 
raught by Chriſt ro his Apoſtles, and by them 
deliver'd to the Church ; (and the Subſtance of 
which 1s fully, and ctearly contained, in the Wri- 
tings of the New Teſtament; ) 1s a Falſe Prophet ; 
and to be Avoided by Us as ſuch.

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Secondly: That Whoſocver, in reſpe&t of Mar- #2. ».5. 
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Colef]. ii, 18, 


ners, ſhall preach any Doctrines which are In- : 7:». is 
conſiſtent with the Picty of the Goſpel ; Or 0-!"<* .. 
therwiſe apt to corrupt the Morality of it; Hes. &«. 
do's alſo thereby ſhew himſelf to be a Deceiver, 

and an Impoſtor; and it is our Duty to Beware 

of Him as ſuch. 

Thirdly; It fuch a Prophet ſhall deliver this 
Falſc-DoEtrine, ( whether in the buſineſs of 
Faith, or Manners ) not of his Own Motion, but 
as Commiſhon'd by ſome Church, or Society of 
Men, calling themſelves a Church, ſo to do; Then 
that Church, or Society of Men, which do's Com- 
miſſion him, muſt be look'd upon to be a Cor- 
_p__ Erroneus Church, and be no leſs avoyd- 

c oy Us than He who 1s ſo Sent,or Commiſſio-

And thus have I endeavour'd to give you a 
clear Account, of the direfion of our Bleſſed 
Saviour in the Words before Us: I Go on now 
to the Uſe I propoſed. 

Il. To make of this Cauton ; (1/.) In Ge- 

neral; as it reſpe&ts 4/7 Thoſe who ſhall, 
at any time, Pretend ro be our Guides in 
Matters of Religion: And, ( 2dly.) In parti- 
cular; As it may be, in a more cſpecial 
manner, Apphed to the Solcmnity of this 


Day. 
B (1/.) Of 
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(1/,) Of the General Uſe we are to make of 
this Caution; As 1t reſpe&ts All Thoſe who ſhall, 
at any time, pretend to be our Guides in Mat- 
ters of Religion. 

And here, 1ft. If it be Our duty to Beware of 
Falſe-Prophers ; and if the way of Difcovering 
of them be, To Know Them by their Fruits, 'that 
is, as I have now (hewn, by the Doftrine which 
They Teach, and the Prafifes which They allow 
of; then it muſt follow, That it is not only lawful 
for Us, but 'our Duty, in Obedience to this 
Command, 'to Examine the Doctrine - which: 
our Spiritudl Guides 'propote 'to Us; And to 
Compare it with 'that of Chriſt, and his Apo- 
Riles: And either to recerye them as true, and 
Jawfult Paſtors, 1f what they Feach be Agree- 
able thereunto ; Or clfe to reje&t them as Falſe- 
Prophezs, if itiſhall appear to be Otherwife. And, 
indeed, However 'fomc, the better to maintain 
their uſurped Authority over the Conſcicnces of 
Men, have fet up another Method ; and told 
Us, that. the Prophet 1s to Give Credit and Au- 
thority to the Dodtrine, not the DofFrine to the 
Prophet ; And, in conſequence thercot, have for- 
bidden Men: ro Examine what 1s deliver'd by 
Them,and made them Believe that it 1s ſufficient 
that They have 1t from fuch hands as can nc 
ther miſtake Themſelves, nor Miſ-lcad Others : 
Yet not only our Reafon directs us to a contrary 
Pro- 
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Procedure, but the Holy Scriptures themſelyes 
every where cxhort Us to Examine what is pro- 
poſed to Us; And not take any thing, at all Ad- 
ventures, in a matter of ſuch Vaſt concern, as 
it muſt: nceds be to Us, to be Guided a-right-in 
thoſe things which regard-the Glory of God, 
and the Salvation of our Immortal Souls. 
Hence 1t- 1s that we are commanded, ſome- 
times. Not to Believe every Spirit, but to Try 
the Spirits whether they are of God; Becauſe ma- 
ny Falſe-Prophets are gone out into the World, 
Jo. iv. x2. At other times, to Search the Scriptures, 
Jo. v. 39. And of Our ſelves 20 judge the things 
that are right, Luke xii. 59. And as for what 
concerns the Authority of any man, or Compa- 
ny of Men, to the contrary; are told by $t.Paul, 
Gal. 1. 9. That tho” They-(the Apoſtles of Chriſt) 
Or an Angel from Heaven ſhould preach any other 
Goſpel unto Us, than that which We have received, 
They ſhould be Accurſed. And if an Ange from 
Heaven, or an Apoſtle ſhould he rife from the 
dead, and prcach to Us, muſt not be received 
any farther than what He delivers ſhall appear 
to be agreeable to the Goſpel of Chriſt ; much 
leſs ought We not cither without all Examinati- 
on to Receive, or againſt the plain Authority of 
Holy Scripture to ſubmit to, the Pretenſions of 
Deſigning Men; Who the more they 'ſet up 
their Own Infallibility, and decline the Tryal of

God's Word, the more ought they to be ſu- 
ſpected by Us ; and the more narrowly to be 
enquired into, that We be not deceived by 
them. 

But, 2dly. Since our Saviour deliver'd the 
Caution of the Text, not to his Apoſtles only, 
but to the whole Company of his Diſciples ; to. 
all Thoſe who came to him, and offer'd them- 
{clves. to be Inſtructed. by Hint ; it will follow 
farther, That this Right of. Examining what is. 
propoſed to. Us, in Matters. of Religion, is not 
any ſpecial Privilege of the Paſtors, or Gover- 
nours of the Church ; but is the Common: 
Right, and Duty, of All Chriſtians whatſo- 
ever: Who as they are All concern'd to be ſe- 
cure in what they Bclicye and Practiſe; in ſuch: 
Caſes as theſe ;. ſo are they All required, in or- 
der thereunto, to Beware of Falſe Prophets, and. 
to Zry-them by their Fruits. 

And. this. may ſcrye yet farther to ſhew the: 
lictle regard. we are to give to their Pretences: 
who tell-Us, that the Judgment of theſe Things. 
belongs only. to the Church; that is, as fome 
of them interpret it, to. the Pope, as ſuccefſor 
of St. Peter, and-1f (we will believe them) Head 
of the Church: As others underſtand 1t;- to the 
Biſhops and Chief Paſtors of the Church; And 
to Them nor ſeparately, and alone, but conve- 
ned. together. into a. Syrod ; And that, a- 
gain; 


/ 
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gain, not in any Particular Church; -but in 
the Catholick ; ro Them, or Their Deputics, 
lawfully met together, in a General Council. 

For tho* 1t is not to be doubted, but that 
what 1s fairly debated, and orderly conclu- 


ded upon, in ſuch an Aſſembly ; ( where it is 


fully Aſſembled, and permitted freely to judge, 
and dctermine,according to the HolyScriptures;) 
muſt needs be of more Authority ; and proba- 
bly may be more ſure, than what 1s reſolved by 


Every fingle Chriſtian apart : Yet, when all 1s: 
done, as every particular Perſon is to Anſwer 


to God for his Own Soul, ſo he muſt Examine, 
as far as He 1s Able, both What He Believes and 
How He Prafliſes; and upon What Grounds hc 
do's Both; And not follow any Aſſembly, tho? 
of never ſo much Secming Authority, contra- 
ry. to that which. is of much Greater Authority 
than any Humane Aſembly- whatſoever can be, 
I mean, The Word of God. And it may as well 
be ſaid. that all the other Parts of Chriſtian 


Piety, delivercd by our Saviour, in theſe Chap- mw. vii. 


ters; belong not to Single Perſons, or to Ordi- 
nary Chriſtians at all, but only to the whole 
Church, or at leaſt, to the Paſtors and Gover- 
nors of itz as that this Command: of raking 


heed of Falſe Prophets, and of Ifnowing them by. 


their Fruits, 1s the Buſineſs of Such only, and 
not. the duty. of eyery. Private Perſon.

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But, 34; and to conclude theſe: General 
Reflections. If ſuch be the caſe; that it is not 
only lawtull for, but the Duty of, every Chriſti 
an to Search the Scriptures,and to. Examine what 
is Propoſed to him ; and to fatishe himſelf Whe- 
ther 1t be the true Doctrine of Chriſt or no: 
Then it will follow farther, That if upon ſuch a 
Proot of what 1s tender'd to Us by any Perſon, 
or Church, whatſoever, we ſhould chance to be 
clearly, and evidently convinced, that they have 
departed Themſelves, and would draw away 
Us, from the pure Faith of Chriſt, deliver'd to 
Us.1n.the Holy Scriptures; 1t is our duty to take 
heed that we do not follow them in their Apo- 
{tacy; but refolve rather to. forfake Fhem, than 
to, abandon that Goſpel, which both They, and 
We, are commanded to: adhere unto. 

Thar 1t 1s poſſible for Men cither by Intercſt 
to. be Corrupted; by Prejudices to be byaſs'd; 
or thro” Infirnuty to be deceived; and by any, 
or all of theſe Mcans, to fall away from the 
Purity of the Chriſtian cruth ; both the 'Condi- 
tion of Humane Nature aſlurcs us; and the 
very Caution of the Text, do's evidently ſup- 


That by a Careful Attention, and dihgent 
Enquiry. into the Doctrine deliverd to Us in 
the Holy Scriptures, we may be able to. diſco- 
ver when they. do. ſo; and to diſtnguih be- 
Ween 
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tween Truth, and Falſchood ; Right and Wrong, 
as to theſe matters; not only our Saviour's 
Command to do this; but the plainneſs where- 
with moſt of thoſe things are delivered, which 
make up the ſumm of what 1s neceſlary for us 
to Bcheve, and Do, in order to our falyation, 
Effectually ſhew. 

But then to what purpoſe ſhould we trouble 
our felyes to Search the Scriptures, and to Un- 
.derſtand our Religion, and to know that we 
are dealt traudulently with, by our Guides, in 
it; if after all, there 1s no Remedy: But we 
muſt follow our Church;and the Paftors of it,whe- 
ther they teach Us the true doctrine of Chriſt ; 
or whether they lead Us into Damnable Here- 
xcfies, deſtructive of the very Fundamentals 
of 1t. 

And yet how Confidently do ſome Men 
here alſo, riſe up againſt Us: And tell Us, that 
we muſt Believe them before our Own Reaſon ; 
nay, and (in efte&t) before God Himſelt> Thar 
*tis Schiſm, and Hereſre, and I know not what 
befides, to doubt of, or differ with them, in 
any thing that they require us to Believe. And 
that much better were it for us to ſhut our cyes 
altogether, and Go on blindfold under their 
Conduct; than to follow the cleareſt Light that 
| Scripture, Reaſon, or even Senſe it elf, can. Giyc 
us, in Oppoſition to their Errors. 


But 
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But let them aflume what Authority they 
pleaſe to themſelves, and raiſe what Clamours 
they can againft us; When all is - done, this 
Concluſion will remain farm as Heaven, and clear 
as any firſt principle of Science ; that if the 
Scriptures be, as we all agree that they are, the 
Word of God; and were written for our Inſtru- 
tion; then we muſt follow the Conduct of 
Them : And hold faſt to the Truth which they 
dehvyer, tho* not only a Company of aſſuming 
Men, calling Themſelves the Church, (but up- 
on what Grounds, no body could ever learn,) 
and pretending to. Infallibility ; (in Deſpight of 
the Groſleſt Errors;) but the whole World 
ſhould conſpire together, to Oppoſe Us in it. 

And thus have I ſhewn you, what that Gere- 
ral Vſe 1s, that we ought all of Us to make, of 
this Command of our Saviour,to Beware of Falſe. 
Prophets; and, to Know them by their Fruits. 1

(2dly) To that more particular Application 
which I propoſed to make of it, to the Subject 


of this Days Solcmnuity. 


I ſhall not need to tell you, that we are now 
met together to Bleſs God for thoſe wondertul

Bur of all the meaſures that were Ever taken 
by. them in order thereunto, never . was there 
any more Remarkable thanthat which was inten- 
ded to have been Executed on this Day; had not 
God, by a miracle of his Providence, diſcovered, 
and diſappointed it. 

A Deſign it was, ſo Black, and Horrid, that 
we. find many among Themſelves aſhamed to 
own it. - And therefore, They either | 
alrogether:deny that there. was ever (7, prey non 
any ſuch Plot carried on by Thoſe of 7: 34 Calendar. Catho- 
their Communion: Or elle, pretend, —_ vr From 
that it was onely a: private attempr pins aans.

If the DoArines of the Romiſh Church with Relation 
ro Thoſe whom they call Hereticks, and their Prac- 
ices towards Them; be agrecable to the Goſpel of 
Chrift ; let us allow Them to be, thus far, True 
Prophets, and approved by their Fruits.

ter Ruinc of their Religion in that Country ; 
We ſhall nced no other Evidence to convince 
Us, what the true Spirit of Popery is; and what 
we arc to expect from it, if ever it ſhould hap- 
pen to preyall any more among Us. 

What Havock has been made of the Evange- 
tical Churches, in the other Parts of Europe, and 
that withitheſe few Years, 1s too freſh in your 
Memories to need a Repetition, As for our own 
Country ; not only the Laws ſtill Extant ſhew Us, 
what ſevere As were palſs'd againſt the  Refor- 
med, ever ſince the Time of King Henry the 
Fourth ; but our Hiſtories tell Us, with what 
Rigour they were put in Execution. And the 
thort Period of Qucen Mary's Reign, ſhall I hope 
be a Jafting, as it was a burning, and ſhining 
Monument, of what our Fore-Fathers Under- 
went; and of what we ought to fear, ſhould 
they ever come to have the ſame Power in their 
Hands, that they then had, to Deſtroy Us. 

But to leave theſe Vulgar Inſtances of the Rs- 
#1iſb Cruelties, and come to thoſe of a higher 
Nature ; In which Princes have been concern'd 
and for whom, if They chance to Oppoſe their 
Incereft, They have as little Regard as for the 
meaneſt of the People. 

It would engage me on too large a Subjcdt 
to ſpeak of the feveral Emperours, and Kings,

Hence: we.read that when upon the account 
of his Adherence to. the Temple of Jeruſalem, 
(which was plainly a Religious Concern) a Certain 
Village'of the Samaritans deny'd 'Him'the com- 
mon:Humamity-/of a Nights Lodging; and ſome 
of his Diſciples were ſo Hot upon it, as to De- 
fire Him to Revenge Himſelf by Fire from Hea- 
zen for the Afﬀront; All the Anfwer They got 
was this Reproof, which One would have 
thought might alone have been ſufficient to an 
ſwer all theſe kind of Pretenfions for ever, That 
They knew not . what manner of Spirit they were of ; 

For, ſays He, the Son of Man came 
not to defiroy Mens lives, but to ſave thenr. But

And indeed ſo we have all the Reaſon in the 
World to be, whether We conſider our Souls, 
or Bodics; The Interefts of this preſent Life, or 
the Hope of that which is to come. 

For, Firſt, As to the Concern of our Future 
State ; If it be poſlible for any Errors to deftroy 
Salvation, which are not Expreſly Contrary to 
the Fundamentals of Chriſtianity ; tho” in the Na- 
tural Conſequence of them, They do. plainly 
Ovecrthrow the Chiefeſt of them; Then I am 
perſwaded that the Errors of the Church of 
Rome, will, of all Others, be found the moſt 
likely fo to do.
